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1 * Another letter has been received from Identity (l) team, 
through the JSEBALM source. The letter was dated 14 February* A 
copy of the trenelation is attached, with C J I *s comments* 


2. The contents of the letter stated that the friend through 
whom the letters have been sent died on 7 February, of natural causes, 
and that he is being replaced by another trusted person* 

3 * The letter was addressed jointly tot. H r »lL J and 
£ 3 and the team has asked for the truth as to where they stand* 

To quote this section of the letter verbatim, "We don't need encour- 
agements or praises. Ve want the truth - to know where we stand* 

Death for us is just like smoking a cigarette, and you must be sure 
that we aren't afraid. As for our surrender, for the time being it's 
impossible. You know that among us there are two men who have fought 
and killed natives of TPS0AC1 with their own hands . 11 (Editor's notel 
Identity (2), Malament element from Identity (3), and Identity (*0» 

C 3 man from Identity (5)») 

4. The letter goes on to state that the team members will remain 
where they are until clear instructions and the alms of the HTNEIGH 
operation are defined. According to the writer's Informant, the whole 
tone of this letter is one of impatience with the HTHBIGH. 


5« I have InformedX 3 that, under the circums tanc es, I do 
not wish to have the matter brought to the attention of HT5EIGH and 
that, pending instructions from my people, he is to await farther word 
from the writer* 
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6. For your Information, Identity (6) (the W/T operator we 
have been trying to get out of a KMULCER jail In order that he could 
join this team) ie not going to he released by the KM01CERS, at least 
for the present. Proceedings have been started and his trial is 
scheduled for late Hareh or early April. Strauss informs me that it 
is possible that he will be released to us after the trial, but that 
will be too late for him to be of assistance to Identity (l) team. 

(Special note to id 3 In view of this, the operation planned for 
Identity (6) rescue must be forgotten for the moment.) 

7* Once the plight of this team becomes known by HTREIGH members, 
it is my belief it will become a topic of much conversation and win do 
harm to the overall effort. For that reason, it is proposed that im- 
mediate action of one sort or another be taken and that HTHEIGH be 
appraised of the situation only when that plan for action has been for- 
mulated. We seem to be faced with these alternatives! 

a. Find someone else in place of Identity (6) whom we can 
get in quickly, along with equipment and instructions, or 

b. Arrange a sea rescue In cooperation with the ZECROWNS. 

(Possibility of this action was discussed by c n- and d “ 1 

when £ J and £ -5 were in MBIBDY in early January. ) 

8. The possibility of surrender to the TPJtOACHS appears to me to 
be out of the question. In their letter the tean members stated, "To 
surrender can only be done when we see one of you or an official docur- 
ment given by you to someone on mission who must come and fetch us* 

Then maybe it will be possible to surrender. Otherwise, we have decided 
to die where we are." To order them to retire from this operation would, 
in my opinion, do much harm to the morale of those concerned with this 
entire endeavor. In their letter the team members state, "If you give 
orders to retire , then we will endeavor ourselves either to escape or 
save our own beings." 

9* In view of the above (and until further instructions are re- 
ceived by the writer), I am Instructing £ 3 to dispatch immediately 

a letter to the team stating that they are not forgotten, that they are 
to continue their activities to the best of their ability under present 
difficulties, and that as soon as aid can be got to them such steps will 
be taken. This letter will be signed by or ^ and he will state that 
it ie not possible to take the matter up with the HTHEIGH members be- 
cause £ £- 3 and Malament are all out of TPCHBD0 — that the 

men who trained them and planned their operations are giving every 
attention to the situation and they need have no concern, etc*, etc., etc.

As answer to our last letter sent through Belgrade on the 
1st February 1951 » w ® received one dated 14 February 1951* 

(For the first time ths letter has been addressed to three people) 
George, Zef , Said, aiming that the case be discussed by the HCFA. Mike, 
AX and I had thought it safer not to discuss the matter in the Committee, 
not to alarm them. I think it better to keep it secret until I receive 
new instructions . ) 

"We have understood the contents of your letter* 

"Our first friend through which we sent our letters and 
received yours died on the 7th February* He has been replaced 

by the grandfather of Hyson. He is a safe person and 

the letters or the man who may come should be sent only to him* 

"We don't need encouragements or praises, we want the truth 
to know how we stand* Death for us is Just smoking a cigarette* 

You must be sure that we aren't afraid. For what concerns our 
surrender, for the time being it is impossible, we will remain 
where we are until we receive clear Instructions and the aim of 
your operations. If you give orders to retire, then we will see 
by ourselves either to escape or save our beings* 

"Do you know that among us there are two men who have fought 
and killed with their own hands natives of this country? 

"To surrender can only be done thus when we will see one of 
you or an official document given by you to someone on mission, 
who most come and fetch us, then maybe it will be possible to 
surrender, otherwise we are decided to die where we are* 

"What Ramadan wrote is true, we have found another shelter 
and await the man who must bring us instructions. 

"Nobody from the team or our common friends endured any* 
thing but we are always afraid that something might happen. 

"Alueu iiwre was a failure* 
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"In all the Northern region there are hig operations; all 
the Yugoslav-Albanian frontier is mined by Hoxha. We did not 
have a harsh winter and up to now there was no snow in Kukes* 

"We are expecting the man*
